LIFE BY ASSASSIN 001 TO. RESCUE OF MISSIONARIES CLEANING UP FAITH TO THE AEROPLANE

HOME, March 4. An attempt was
mado to assassinate King Victor Em-

manuel this morning. Three shots
wero flred at the king, but all missed
their target and his majesty escaped
unhurt His assailant was arrested.
Ho gave his name as Antonio Dalba.

Tho king was just leaving tho pal-

ace on his way to the Pantheon to
attend tho annual memorial service In

honor of his father, King Uumbort,
who was slain by an assassin at
Monza, July 29, 1900.

Man Fires from Behind Crowd.
Dalba flred from behind tho crowd

In tho streets. Ono of tho officers of

the king's bodyguard fell wounded.
Thero was tremendous excitement

in the crowd, which turned on Dalba,
a mere youth, and attempted to lynchj
him. The police finally rescued htm
from the clutches of the mob.

The procession was passing along
the Via Lata when the shots rang
out from amid tho crowd. The sold-

iers following tho carrlago lmmedato-l- y

dashed forward and as thoy did
so their commander fell from -- his
horse.

King Calm In Crisis,
Tho wounded officer was moved to

one side by some of his men whllo the
others dashed up to tho royal carriage,
where they found tho king and queen
sitting calm and unmoved. Meanwhile
the crowd seized the man wno had
fired tho shots and attempted to lynch
him. He was so badly handled that
he was scarcely able to answer ques'
tlons when he was handed over to the
police.

Tho royal procession was scarcely
Interrupted, but proceeded toward the
Pantheon, whore the mass of King
Humbert was completed without furth-
er Incident, and after the conclusion
of tho service the king nd queen re-

turned to the Qulrinal along the same
route.

Mr. Sowerby was onco attacked n
a small vallage in Shansl by a band of
hoodlums armed with spades and
poles. Seeing that they were ready
to strike him down he found It nec-
essary to give them a little exhibition
in tho gentle art of o as
practised by western peoples. He
struck out vigorously to tho right and'
left with the result that four or five
Chinese wero soon stretched on the'
ground and rest fled precipitately.
Fearing an attack by tho wholo vil-

lage he got his guns out und barri-
caded the house whero ho was stay-
ing, but tho peoplo did not attack him.
They reasoned that if he could fell
men with his baro hands ho could
probably kill them all with his terri-
ble foreign guns.

Even with such a leader it was nev-

ertheless courageous on the part of
tho llttlo hand to set out in such trou-
bled times to Journey tho enormous
distanco from Talyana to Slanful. The
revolution had completely broken
down all law and order in that part of
China. The wholo region through
which they traveled was infested with
robbers and undisciplined revolution-

diers wero quite willing to escort
them, but wero afraid to come hack
alone.

When they npproached the city of
Lochu a large number of armed men
came toward them and began shoot-
ing, it was somo time before thoy
realized that tho shooting was Intend-

ed as a salute. Tho peoplo of tho
city had heard that a largo number

"Theso are pertinent and direct
questions caused by tho recent death
of Commander Bcrtoletto and sailors
of the Yorktown and which surgo
in indignant protest at tho regrettable
loss of a brave and capablo Amerlcar
officer and his loyal sailors wnoso lives
are sacrificed because Guayaquil Is al-

lowed to bo what It is.
"As ln all good causes there must

bo a sacrifice, let us hope that theso
unnecessary deaths may arorae Wash-
ington to a realization that action
must be taken for the protection of
the Canal, if for no other reason, and
doubtless tho matter Is having tho
serious consideration it deserves.
What we want Vs action, such action
as President Roosevelt thought Justi-

esting country. This will lead to In-

G. Husson, of tho Franco-America- n

Automobile Company, St. Catherlno
street, has returned from Paris,
whero ho has been for tho past two
months on a business trip, says tho
Montreal Witness.

Speaking to a Witness reporter
this morning, Mr. Husson said that
the French people were chiefly occu-
pied now with the development of
thlr aerial craft Industry, nnd tho ro--

markablo progress which they were!
making was really extraordinary.
Nearly every day records were being
broken and it fairly made ono gasp
to witness tho terrific speeds which
wero being mado dally with aero-
planes.

"The French people," said Mr. Hus-
son, "havo definitely decided to pin
their faith to tho aeroplane so far as
I could determine, instead of tho dir-
igible." In view of tho fact, ho stated,
they are building thom to attain high
speeds as they think this will render
them less liable to destruction ln
case of war. "Not only," said Mr.
Husson, "is tho government spending
six million dollars on its aerial devel-
opment, but a prlvato fund has been
started which bids fair to eclipse even
this. This money will bo presented
to tho government for tho purposo of
buying more machines for tho army."

It may prove of Interest to my old

Rio Grande railroad to Salt Lake City,
which was a continuous over-varyin- g

mountain panorama, of which wo nev-
er tired as wo viewed It from tho lux-

urious observation car.
From Salt Iikc City wo traveled by

tho Western Pacific railway, tho now
lino opened eighteen months ago to
tho public. In scenic beauty the road
arouses tho enthusiasm of the traveler
ns It traverses tho picturesque Feath-
er River valloy.

tnnce to leavo the ground, but onco
In tho air, they are much moro steady.

While at Juvlsy Mr. Husson met a
Montreal boy, Mr. E. Anctil, who, it
will 'bo remembered, built a mnchlno
hero last winter, nnd met with en-

couraging results while conducting his
experiments last summer. Mr. Anctil
Is presently employed by M. Pelllat,
Paris, testing motors, and Intends
shortly to join tho famous motor firm
of Anzanl. Mr. Husson said that tho
aeroplano Industry was making faster
strides even than tho motor car In-

A few days
beforo wo had recolvcd word by wire-

Our experience on tho water was
pleasant. All of our party wero good
sailors and not ono of us missed a
meal, though tho sea for tho first two
days out of port was a llttlo rough
